of the County of Middleſex, in behalt of our {elves and others Freeholders 
and Inhabitants of the ſaid County, have thought it our Duty to deſire your 
Lordſhip and this Court to Summon the ſaid Thomas Papillon and John Dubois 
to appear before you, and then according to Ancient Ulage require them 
toenter into Bonds for holding the Office of Sheriffs of London and Middleſex 
for the enſuing Year; and in caſe they ſhall be contented to give Bond for 
._, fo doing, that then they the laid Thomas Papillon and John Dubois, who have 
been according to the City Charter duely Elected Sheriffs 'of London and 
Middleſex, may have the uſual Oaths Adminiſtred ro them which they ought 
to rake for the due Execution of their Office z and that no other Perſons u 
on any pretence whatſoever, who have=not been duely Elefted by Majori- 
ty of Votes, may be Admitred or Sworn by your Lordſhip or this Courtto 
Execute the Office of Sheriffs of London or Middleſex, it being abſolutely con- 
trary to your Oarhs and the Charter of the City ; and ſeeing our Lives and 
Fortunes are {o highly concerned in the due Execution of the Laws, of which  _ 
none but duely Elected Sherifts can be Legal Executors ; We think it ne- 
ceſſary to repreſent to your Lordſhip and this Court, that many and greaz  * 
Diſorders and Dangers are like to fall not only upon the City of London 
and County of Middleſex, but likewiſe on the whole Kingdom, if any Per- 
ſons who have not been rightfully Choſen by the Major part of the Ci- 
tizens of London qualified to Elect, ſhould be admitted or Sworn Sheriffs, 
© becauſe the Law accounts ſuch Perſons Capital Offenders, who ſhall un- 
det Pretence of being Sheriffs of London and Middleſex, ( but indeed are 
not Legally fo ) Preſume to Diſpoſe of our Lives and Eftares.

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We therefore deſire your Lordſhip and this Court to take into your © Wo. 
ſerious Conſideration our Juſt and neceſſary deſires in this par-
